Washington, February 23.—Thé 
house gave its final approval Tuesday 
to the tax reduction bill by adopting - 
the conference report, riding roughly 


over opposition to the retroactive es- 


tate tax cut for rich men by a parlia- 
mentary maneuver. The vote was 354 
to 28. : 

The report now goes to the senate, 
where Senator Smoot, of Utah, chair- 
man of the finance committee, will 
ask Wednesday for immediate consid- 
eration by unanimous consent. If 
some one objects to displacing the 
aluminum resolution, the report will 
come up Thursday under the ular 
order, it should be disposed of in one 
day by the senate. Thus the bill is 
assured of reaching the white house 
by Thursday night at the latest for 
the president’s signature. 

Representative Newton, Minnesota, 
republican, who led a fi-"* against 
the retroactive provision of the es-. 
tate tax, jumped up at the end of de- 
bate to make motion that the bill 
be sent back to conference with in- 
structions to .-ike out this provision, — 
Representative Drane, Florida, dem- 
oerat, was on his feet also With a mo- 
tion to recommit the bill with instrue- 
tions to accept repeal of the estate tax 
as voted by the senate. 

Drane Recognized. 

Speaker Longworth recognized 
Drane. The Florida member's motion 
was howled down without a record 
vote. As only one motion to recome 
mit is in order, Newton was left look- 
ing helpless as the roll call on the 
bill was ordered. There was consid- 
erable discussion in the lobbies of 
the parliamentary maneuver, which 
had been prearranged, but nothing 
could be done. 

Some of those who agreed with 
Drane were found among those voting 
against the bill—16 republicans, eight 
democrats, thre@ farmer-labor, and 
one independent. 

Debate on the bill was featured by 
an attack by Representative Garner, 
Texas, democrat, on the senate demo- 
erats who voted this year for repeal 
of the estate tax. ,He pointed out 
that the democrats originated the tax 
in 1916 and had stood for it as @ 
party policy on the four revenue bills 
since, 

Garner also assailed the American 
Bankers’ league as “one of the most 
damnable organizations in the coun- 
try” and said it had paid the expenses 
of state tax club representatives who

HEALTH TALKS

IODIN AS A FOOD. 

If you drimk enough tincture of 
iodin, it is likely to kill you, but the 
great trouble with this poison is tbat 
it fails to kill so many of the kind of 
people who make that kind of gesture. 

‘lodin, the element—the familiar 
tincture of iodin is a solution of the 
element in aleohol—is quite as essen- 
tial to the human body as iron is, and 
a shortage of iodin in our food and 
drink is far from frequent than a 
shortage of iron. In fact, it is ques- 
tionable whether the human body ever 
suffers from an iron shortage unless 
the individual's choice of food is re- 
stricted in some unusual way. A very 
large share of the population in most 
inland communities in the United 
States suffers from a _ shortage of 
iodin. 

It takes a better scientist than I am 
to explain how it comes about, but 
science says that the sea is the orig- 
inal source of all the iodin in the 
world. How some of it has been cur- 
ried far inland to the soil and water 
in the elevated plateaus and moun- 
tains the geologists and biologists can 
tell you. But 1 know that iodin in all 
its natural forms is very soluble, so 
that it is being constantly washed out 
of the soil inland and carried in the 
water back to the sea again; that is, 
a scientifie sharp tells me so, and Il 
believe it sounds plausible. Anyway, 
{ like to think I know—of course, 1 | 
don't know anything at all, when you | 
get too particular about it, but one | 
comes to believe a lot of things the 
scientific people say, simply because 
they have no reason for misleading 
or deceiving one about these things— 
so 1 believe the best source of iodin 
as an essential food is the seaside 
staple and inland delicacy known as 
sea food—anything edible that comes 
out of the ocean. 

Alack and alas, only fresh sea food 
carries the desirable iodin. Canning 
and preserving seems to dissolve the 
iodin out of such foods. There is only 
one preserved sea food, that I have 
anv knowledge of, which still retains 
a f2ir amount of its natural iodin, and 
that is none other than our old village | 
grocery friend, the smoked herring. 
(Candidly, I no longer like smoked 
herring, and therefore 1 doubt the ac- 
euracy of the federal bureau, the fish- 
eries eabinet, 1 believe it was, that 
issued the report boosting the long 
suffering herring, but L am happy to 
make this amend to the humblest of 
all poor fish), In most up-to-the-min- 
ute towns, even far inland nowadays, 
some philanthropic merchant stocks a 
line of fresh sen foods—lobsters, 
clams, oysters and sometimes even 
fresh salmon, cod and other sea fish: | 
we jodin-starved inlanders may well | 
pay a premium fer the boon of stich | 
food—-it will eut down on our present | 
medicine expense, all right.

iodin ration. It is fair to confess 
that I am not so enthusiastic about 
that as I was, because one big salt 
manufacturer keeps reassuring me 
that his chemist can find no trace of 
iodin in the various brands of iodized 
salt on the market, and moreover, I 
have seen no postive statistics which

use iodized salt exclusively in my 
own home and shall continue to use 
it. although I doubt whether it con- 
tains enough iodin to provide an ade- 
quate food ration of that element.

The form prescribed for protest re- 
quires the owners to take oath that 
the assessed value is more than a fair 
market value.

New Orleans, February 23.—(#)— 
Questioning of Mrs. Renette Bussey, 
charged with the murder of her 5- 
year-old daughter, Verdi. was blocked 
by George Miller. assistant warden, 
today when detectives attempted to 
quiz the accused woman at the parish 
prison. 

The assistant warden stopped the 
questioning by advising the woman 
that she need not answer. The prison 
official’s action was protested by de- 
tectives and the eoroner. 

Only two questions were asked. In 
reply to the first, Mrs. Bussey said 
she was married December 21, 1921.

It was said at the prison today that 
Mrs. Bussey became hysterical in her 
cell after attending the funeral of her 
daughter yesterday and during the 
night screamed and called the name 
of a man who was known to have at- 
tended the funeral. Police were 
searching for him today.

There never was any agreement on

Mr. Steele's statement says: 

Mr. Upshaw seems to be very much ‘dis- 
turbed over the letter he wrote me tn May, 
1924, and undertakes te excuse himself hy 
claiming that I failed to keep faith with 
him. There was no faith to he kept he- 
tween ns, for there was no agreement on 
my part that | would net run for congress 
in 1924, provided Mr. Upshaw would re 
tire after the present term. And in my 
statement to The DeKalb News-Fra, Feb, 
ruary 12, 1926, and subsequently to The 
Atlanta Constitution, I did not say that I 
had any such agreement with him. 

Mr. Upshaw was very anxious that I 
make such agreement, and after my an- 
nouncement in June, 1924, he came to see 
me with that proposition, and I told him 
then that the office did not belong to him 
nor to me, and was not a gubject matter 
of trade between us. 

When I withdrew from the race in 1924, 
1 distinctly avoided making any kind of 
agreement with Mr. Upshaw or with any- 
body else. [I did not know then that I 
would ever again run for congress. 

No, Mr. Upshaw is under no obligation 
to me, under no agreement not to run this 
time, and I have no objection to his en- 
trance into the race. I published that let- 
ter because I could not believe he would 
again run after saying, ‘Regardless of op- 
position or no opposition, I do not intend 
to run again."’ Especially after he called 
my attention in the letter to the fact that 
his word was worth 100 per cent. The 
question is not one of keeping faith with 
me, but with his own honor, 

Mr. Upshaw has changed his mind, and 
that is all right; let him change ft. Why 
the change? He is frank enough to admit 
it is because the salary of a congressman 
has been raised from $7,500 to $10,000 per 
year. And yes, I believe he does say that 
the prohibition forees need him ip congress. 
Let me now say to the people of the fifth 
district that my record as a prohibitionist, 
both public aud private, is as clean and 
clear as any man's in Georgia.

the day’s proceedings, 

With the possible exception of the 
stiffer call money rates, there was 
nothing in the day’ s news to account 
for the reaction. Wall street, how- 
ever, was kept on edge by widely cir- 
culated reports that a breach in the 
diplomatic relations between the 
United States and Mexico was immi- 
nent and by rumors, which later 
proved to be unfounded, that the ill- 
ness of William C. Durant, motor 
manufacturer, who is known to have 
been actively engaged in the market 
on the long side, had taken a turn for 
the worse. 

Selling pressure was particularly 
effective against the industrials and 
specialties, a long list of which 
showed net declines ranging from one 
to nearly 6 points. - Rails offered bet- 
ter resistance to pressure, although 
New York Central, Chesapeake & 
Ohio, Atlantie Coast Line, Lacka- 
wanna and several other dividend 
payers yielded 2 points or more. ‘To- 
tal sales were just under 1,900,000 
shares,
